great volcano of Momotombo, on the 


northwestern shore of Lake Managua, 
in Nicaragua, suddenly burst into 
tremendous fury January 16. The first 
news of the event came today by the 


steamer City of Sydney, which was in 


the port of Corinto, Nicaragua, at the 


time. From the decks, the volcano 
and its appalling display of pent-up 
fire and smoke were plainiy visible. 
it is believed that great destruction of 
property and the loss of many lives 
among the natives around the hase 
of the voleano bas taken place. 


Momotombo is thirty miles in the 


interior from Corinto, and is a conical 
peak, 4000 feet high, somewhat re- 
sembling Fujiyama of Japan, but not 
snow-capped. For the past year, smoke 
has been issuing from the peak, but 
the planters, reluctant to abandon 
| their rich ranches, maintained their 


places, and the peons remained in tne 
little pueblos that nestled about the 
base of the mountain. 

Earthquakes preceded the eruption. 
ne @ gigantic powder blast, Momo- 


tombo awakened, and all the country 


stood amazed. The officers and pas- 
sengers of the City of Sydney say 
the day was clear and that there was 
no wind blowing, when a tongue of 
flame that appeared to be 500 feet 
long shot out of Momotombo's apex. 
With it, but mOunting straight up to 
the zenith, arose a cloud of jet-black 


smoke, which soon covered the sky. 


At its center was a great pillar of 


fire. 


Telegrams came to Corinto from 


Leon, stating that hundreds of natives

In the arrange- 
ment of the banquet board many of 
these ancient things were used with 
fine effect. Over the tables hung the 
quaint “lamparas,” made of tin and 
holding numerous candies, while on the 
tables were the curiously wrought brass 
— — which were originally 
brought from Spain for the old mission, 
and figured in many an historie scene 
‘th the early life of Los Angeles.

Eunice Groome, of South Pasadena, 
fizgied out. But th end of the scandal 
which has furnished so much food for 
gossip, is not yet, for Woodbridge 
yesterday retaliated by filing a dam- 
age sult against his mother-in-law, 
in which he asks judgment for $20,000 
ae balm for his wounded feelings and 
sublied reputation. 

ru. Groome had her son-in-law ar- 
rested, first, on a warrant issued by 
Justice Glover of South Pasadena, but 
as the name of the justice was linked 
unpleasantiy with that of Mra. Wood- 
bridge, the District Attorney had the 
proceeding dismissed. But the mother- 
in-law swore to a second complaint. 
before Justice Pierce, making the same 
allegations as in the one previous, Yes- 
terday this case came up for prelim- 
inary examination. 

The evidence, instead of revealing a 
crime, revenlied a farce. Mra. Groome's 
charges fell miserably flat, and, ac- 
cording to her own statements. Dr. 
Woodbridge had not in any sense 
the eccusation made against 

m. 

The specific charge alleged was that 
Dr. Woodbridge, as far back as De- 
cember 31, 1008, attempted to assault 
Mrs. Eunice Groome with a deadly 
weapon with the intention of killin 
her.- Mrs. Groome gave an account o 
the matter in detail. 

She said that it was in the “evening 
of the last day of the year, 1968, that 
her son-in-law visited her home and 
knocked for admiitance. When she 
went to the door and saw who it was, 
She shut the door quickly, Dr. Weod- 
bridge Standing outside cursing and 
reflecting upon the character and di- 
rect lineage of Mrs. Groome. He went 
away, dut returned about 9 o'clock, | 
and was climbing through the din- 
ing-reom window when discovered by 
Mrs. Groome. His head and shoulders 
were through the window, and in one 
hand he carried a knife used in pry- 
ing open the window. Mrs. Groome 
opened her verbal batteries upon him, 
and Woodbridge again witdrew with- 
out attempting to aciually complete 
his design of entering the house. About 
10 o'clock this beilicose son-in-law ap- 
peared at the back door, and jerking 
open the Kreen kicked one of the pan- 
els so Viciously that it almos tfell out. 
Each and all of these acts were «tated 
to have been carried on with a run- 
ning fire of naughty expletives which 
were aimed directiy at Mm. Groome.

System of Taxation. 

Legislators Giving Subject 

Serious Attention. 


Proposed Change in Division 
of School Fund.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 28.—A special 
committee of members chosen from 
tie Assembly and Senate joint Com- 
mittee on Revenue and Taxation meets 
every morning at $ o'clock in the of- 
fice of Gov. Pardee. The purpose of 
this committee is to draft, out of the 
vast numbers of bills presented, 4

California's system of taxation. 

Of this committee, composed of Sen- 
ators Ward, Beishaw and Lukens, and 
Assemblymen Goodrich, Waste, Stan- 
ton and Duryea, Senator War is 
chairman. Senator Lukens has been 
appointed to frame a bill providing 
for an inheritance tax; Goodrich, tax 
on corporations; and Belshaw, a State 
tax on saloons, irrespective of county 
and municipal taxes, 

PROF. PLEHN’S PLAN, 
Prof. Cari C. Piehn of the University 
of California meets each morning with 
the committee. Prof. Plehn has at- 
tained a considerable eminence in all 
problems relating to economics. He 
has several times occupied posts of 

onsibilitye with the U. 8. Census 
notably as superintendent of 
the census in the Philippine Archipel- 
ago. His scheme for the reformation 
of the tax system of California, as sub- 
mitted to the epecial committee on 
taxation is as follows: 

“The total State revenue ip normal

Tired Lawmakers Take a Respite

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 31.—The most 
notable item of the month to Arisonans 
has been the appointment of Gov. Bro- 
die to be assistant chief of the records 
and pension bureau, with the rank of 
major. It is understood that this will 
return Maj. Brodie to the line of the 
regular army, which he quitted in 1877, 
to become identified with important en- 
gineering projects in the Southwest. 

Gov, Brodie graduated from West 
Point in 1870, and, as second Meuten- 
ant, was assigned to the First Cavalry. 
He saw service against the Indian 
tribes of the Northwest and against 
the Apaches in Arigona. At one time 
he was regimental adjutant, with sta- 
tion at Fort Apache. He was the first 
commander of Arizona's Nationa) 
Guard regiment. In 1898, at the out- 
break of the Spanish-American War, 
he was appointed senior major in the 
First United States Volunteer Cavairy 
(Rough Riders,) commanding the Ari- 
zona squadron in the fighting in Cuba, 
and was severely wounded in the arm 
at Guasimas. . 

When Roosevélt was promoted to the 
command of the regiment, Brodie ad- 
vanced to the place of lieutenant-colo- 
nel, and was mustered out as such. Re- 
turniny from the war, he made an er- 
cellent Campa as Republican candi- 
date for the ce of Delegate to Con- 
gress. In July. 1902, he was appointed 
Governor, succeeding N. O. Murphy. I: 
ie expected that Maj. Brodie will be 
called at once to Washington to Ali 
his new position. From all parts of 
the Territory, and without regard to 
party. have come a flood of éxpressions 
of regret over the impending depart. 
ure.of the Governor, mingled with con- 
gratulations that so fitting a position. 
with its pleasant location and perma- 
nence, hus been found for him in a 
service he hes never ceased to love. 

Naturally, there is much speculation 


concerning the succession to the Gev- 
ernor’s chair. Among those who dave 
been named as possibilities are includ- 
ed Territorial Secretary W. F. Nichols, 
who is credited with an excellent rec- 
ord in office; ex-Atty.-Gen, Ed. Wells 
of Prescott, probably the most syccess- 
ful mining man in Arisona; B. A. 
Fowler, who made a strong race 
for om the Republican ticket 
last fall, and Chief Justice Edward 
Kent.

SAN PEDRO, Feb. 2.—Nothing 
definite was learned today concerning 
the probable fate of Duncan Baxter, 
the old Scotch sallmaker of Termina! 
Island, and his two companions, 
Charlies Johnson and Tom Hagerty. 
who left here Tuesday morning in a 
small fishing boat intending to return 
the same afternoon. The coast as far 
as White's Point was fdliowed today 
by friends of the missing men, but no 
clew to them or their boat was found. 
One thing is certain; if the men did not 
reach some sheltered cove before the 
severe storm of last night, there is 
but little hope that they are alive. The 
ocean outside has been very rough to- 
day. plied the breakers over the bulk- 
heads at Terminal, and rolling up 
whitecaps as far as the eye could see. 
It would be impossible for 80 frail a 
boat as theire to live in such a sea. 
Only one hope is held out for the 
safety of the three mariners, and that 
is that they have sought shelter in 
some small harbor further up the coast 
than White's Point.
